He afterwards attended mass in the Prison 
Chapel, The remaining time was epent in 
conversing with the priest and ‘siete offi. 
cials and occasional prayers, He did not 
flinch on the way feom the cell to the 
scaffold, nor while preparations were being 
made by the hangman. On the scaffold 
there was no hitch in any part of the execu- 
tion, or any scene at the Inst. The body 
remained hanging about fifteen minutes, 
when the physician pronounced Carlton 
dead. Carlton was the last New York 
murderer to die on the gallows, as the law 
for executing by cleetricity is now want 
into force. His crime was the murder 
Policeman Brennan on the night of Oct. 
28th, Isos.
